Her first activities, 
Mr. Meek stated, would be in the 
counties of Henry, Stewart, Hous¬ 
ton, Humphries and Benton Later 
she will work in all the adjoining 
counties. Her salary and activities 
will be sponsored by TV A. in con¬ 
nection with state officials and the 
University of Tennessee Junior 
College.

Library services for TV A em¬ 
ployes In the Kentucky Dam re¬ 
servoir area are to be provided by 
the University of Tennessee Jun¬ 
ior College at Martin, with the co¬ 
operation of the Tennessee De¬ 
partment of Education, it was an¬ 
nounced today by Gordon R. Clapp, 
TVA general manager 

The University of Tennessee Jun¬ 
ior College is to provide library 
facilities to employes in Sewart, 
Henry, Benton, Houston, Humph¬ 
reys, Perry, Decatur, and Hardin 
counties, at such places as desig¬ 
nated by TVA training division. 

The college will also provide 
space for library facilities, provide 
equipment, supplies, and reading 
materials, giving due regard to 
the interests and needs of the Au¬ 
thority's employes; and employ 
personnel to render such services, 
subject to the approval of the TVA 
training division and the State De¬ 
partment of Education. 

In addition, the college and the 
Division of Libraries. State De¬ 
partment of Education, will en¬ 
courage and promote the estab¬ 
lishment of library service on a 
permanent basts in this area. 

The Authority is to reimburse 
the college for these library serv¬ 
ices and will make available the 
supervision, counsel and assist¬ 
ance of Its lihrary and educational 
personnel. The contract expires 
June 30, 1942. 

This arrangement is In accord¬ 
ance with TVA's policy of seeing 
that Its employes are provided with 
such services even when they are
